Saturday evening late Coroner Ben- 


dare received a teioohooe message call- 
ing him to Niantin to bold an inquest on 
the body of a yonog man who sue acoi- 
dec tally drowned in seven teet of water 
in the Sangatnon rivet south of Niantic- 
Saturday afternoon at 3.30 o'clock, The 
unfortunate wae William Downing, aged 
21 yeara, an Englishman whoee parents 
reside in England. In company with 
three cousins, Downing went in oathing. 
None ol the party could swim, and 
Donning got into deep wuier ana 
drowned in eight ot his companions who 
were powerless to aul him, Qeo. Smith 
and William Dowlen found the body 
and brought it to Nianiio where the in- 
quest was held. The jurymen were Dr. 
Alonzo Hid], E. No'telraaun, I, N. Webb, 
B. T, Hiokroao, Charles Connimbon, H* 
Boons. 
Tbe verdict wos accidental 


drowning. The burial wai on Sunday. 
The deceased hnd worked in the Niantio 
coal mine, and at the time of his death 
was in the employ ot Horace Fntobett.

Tit 
affairs of tbe I, D. & W. and W, are in 
somewhat complicated state, end thti 
are warilog interests, represented by t'i 
stockholders, tbe first and second mort 
gage bondholders. Tbe rend is bonded 
for about $3,200,000, nnd there ia another 
debt ot $700,009. Early in the spring 
the first mortgage bondholders procured 
an order at Indianapolis to sell the road, 
which extends from Decatnr to Indian- 
apolis, a distance of 163 miles. 
Tbe 


order has been leaned, bnt the day ot tbe 
sale has not been fixed, consequently 
Trustees Pierce and Sande bave not pro- 
ceeded as yet to dispose ot the property. 
It appears that Allen, the Hums' and 
other individual bondholders are fighting 
tor time, and bave not only tried to stop 
tbe sale in the Indiana courts, bnt now 
come into the IIlinoiecourt and seek to 
secure delay, stopping the sale temporar- 
ily, in order that they may have time to 
procure money and thus be enabled with 
theoasb in hand to protect their interests 
when tbe sale is finally effected. The 
defendants claim that they are in no 
sense in contempt ot court and they re- 
sist the appointment of a receiver. De 
fendants do not believe that on the show- 
ing made by the complainants that Judge 
Tail will interfere with the proceedings 
and order ot the Indianapolis court. 


Attorne Crawford in answering the 


arguments of counsel tor tbe defendants 
denied the jurisdiction ot the Indiana 
court to interfere with the order ot this 
court in reference to that part of tbe 
road in controversy lying in Illinois. 
He also denied the power ot the Indiana 
court on the sale of the property, to 
compel tbe deliverance of that part ol 
the road in Illinois,

SLAUOHT.BB OF CONDUCTORS 


Tbe Illinois Central May Have a 


Big Strike on Its Hands, 


There ie a strong prospect ot A strike 


of conductors all over tbe Uliaoie Cen- 
tral system on account ot the recent 
wholesale dischargee. It the Order of 
Railway Conductor is unable to get any 
satisfaction out of the officials ot the 
road a resort to other than peaceful 
means will likely be taken. It is claimed 
the men were discharged because they 
had been active a year ago in securing s 
new schedule of wages which materially 
inoreaeed their salaries. Not wishing to 
pay these salaries the rond wit) discharge 
men aa soon as their terms of service en- 
title them to the full scale. The dis- 
charges are laid to Second Vice-President 
Harahan, who, a few Tears ago, inaug- 
urated tbe same policy on the Louis- 
ville & Nashville, Many ot the men who 
were discharged by Urn then are now 
with the Illinois Central on its southern 
lines, and they wont to settle at once 
whether this odious policy will be perma- 
nent. A strike on the southern fines 
would he specially difficult for the com- 
bat, as most of the trainmen aeide from 
the conductors are negroes and not com- 
petent to fill conductors' plseee.

West Virginia recalls* en incident rrhioh 
was related to the writer some years ago 
by an ex-Confederat* eoldier, who then 
resided at Mansfield, HI. 


ID 166*, Gen, Sheridan, on learning 


that Confederate Gen. Harry Gilmoie was 
stopping at a private {house near Bomney 
sent a tew scouts from his camp near 
Harper e Ferry to capture the frisky con- 
federate The expedition wae successful 
Some months afterward to "eoit of even 
up" the confederates hit upon a scheme 
to capture Generals Orook and Kelley 
who were quartered in Cumberland, Met 
Cumberland at this time was securely 
picketed by Federa!e,bnt H confederates, 
selected for their shrewdness and danng, 
succeeded m passing the picket hne and 
carrying both Crook and Kelley away. 
Both generals were gagged in this hotel 
and kept so until outside of the federal 
licet. An alarm was raised and a party 
went m hot pursuit. The confederate 
band hod no extra horses find the prison- 
ers had to each ride behiiil a confederate 
soldier. 
Gen. Kelly was nt that tame 67

Tbe nomination ot Governor Campbell 


of Ohio was a foregone conclusion from 
.he drat. The opporilion was boisterous 
bat feeble, rsAcbling Tammany's hostil- 


y toTilden at St. Louis and Cleveland 
i Chicago. The Governor's speech in 
accepting the nomination was prepared 
with great care, evidently, and with a 
view, first, to the defense of bis own ad- 
ministration, including tbe ripper legie* 
atnre, and, second, the denunciation of 
ibe Bupnblioan policy ol protection. 


The discussion ot state topics dose not 


nuoh Interest or concern the outside 
publio, Tbe Governor will no doubt be 
lord pressed before be gets through the 
Ight to defend himself and his party. 
The Republican platform contained a 
formidable indictment, and no doubt tbe 
prosecution will be pnshed with vigor 
when the case fa.rly opens. But it is 
hardly worth while to go into that dis- 
cussion beyond the state lines. The 
really significant part of the Governor's 
speech is the tariff feature of it, He is 
for more cautious than Mr. Thnrman. 
He wants to return to "the tariff of 
Washington" and tbe policy of Garfleld. 
The platform avoids the nse ot the 
phraee, "tor revenue only," but uses an 
exact synonym for it, "a tariff levied for 
the sole purpose ot producing a revenue 
sufficient to defray the legitimate ex- 
penses of the government, honestly ad- 
ministered." Governor Campbell shows 
a reluctance to stand squarely on the 
platform built tor tkttt purpose, but he 
will no doubt come to it. He can not do 
otherwise. 
The Republicans by nominating Ma- 


jor McKiniey on a platform of bis own 
framicg, threw down tbe challenge ot a 
contest over tbe tariff issue, and tbe 
Democrats accept thtt line ot battle, 
Bat it is no secret that tbey are far from 
being at all confident of victory. They 
recognize in private the fact that time 
has exploded nvuch of the powder they 
used so effectively last year. Some mis- 
represent ittion can be practiced still, 
but the great campaign ot lies can cot 
be duplicated, sn<J the Democrats will 
find tbat a powerful reaction has eet in, 
Tbe conutry will await with intense in- 
terest tbensult of the election In Ohio. 
It will be deeply significant as a proph- 
ecy for 1892, In Iowa tbe local issue ol 
prohibition will enter largely into the 
contest, but Ohio will fight out the battle 
on national ground. There will be no 
perceptible detection from either party, 
Tbe'sop thrown to tbe Farmers' Alliance 
by declaring for free silver ID not liable 
to deceive any except those who want to 
be fooled and are looking for some excuse 
to .vote the Uetcocretic ticket. Each 
Earty loess and gains a little trom eore- 
eade, and it is difficult to estimate the 
relative strength ot these two counter 
currents. It is reasonably safe to say 
tbat tbey will prove about a "eland off1' 
all around.

In rain did W. H. Crawford, er, try to 


square himself with bio wife in *8quire 
Curtis' oonrt yesterday afternoon before 
<ime was called for the judicial exercises 
under the peace warrant, and the more 
serious charge ot having attempted to 
do bodily injury to his wlte. First the 
husband pleaded with the old lady to let 
up on him, and then be sect a friend to 
try his influence; hot neither taffy- nor 
threats were of any force, Mrs .Crawford 
remembered the night when Crawford 
raised the row, when he stormed tbe 
castle, and when he threw a knife at her 
and practically drove her out of the 
hones; and possibly she remembered 
other nights, more or less trying and 
alarming to her. Recall ing those hideous 
experiences, and feeling no doubt that 
there was no peaoe longer with Crawford 
at liberty, she was immovable in her de- 
termination to let the law take its course 
and cage ber assailant, if it would. She 
itontly resisted all blandishments and 
promisee ol future gooij behavior, and 
the trial went on with Attorney Letorgee 
for the gray-haired defendant, and State's 
Attorney Mills for the People. 


Mrs. Crawford, who is tbe third wife ot 


tba prisoner, and is a woman ot advanced 
years, flhows tbat she bas had a rough 
experience; her daughter and two other 
persons [testified against tbe defendant 
Mrs. Crawford said that he bad made it 
bis custom to whip her three times a 
week on an average, and that ehe ooulo 
oonld show black «nd blue spots on her 
body inflicted by Crawford, Shetestifiec 
that when he came home the night be 
was arrested, Crawford was under tbe 
influence of liquor; he was quarrelsome 
be had bought bis whisky wilt the cher- 
ries be sold. There wee no provocation 
for the row be kicked up at the boose 
the Old Nick was in him. He had a 
tong-bladed knife open in his hand, anc 
be threw it at the witness twice, each 
time just missing ber head, and between 
the acts of throwing Crawford threw the 
knifoontho floor, point downward, as il 
to terrorise tbe family. He succeeded 
for the wife and daughter fled to a neigh- 
boring family for safety, tbe police being 
summoned to take the old man in cus- 
tody.

Digest of the Australian Election 


Sill for Ulinoto, 


On and after July 1 the State of Illi- 


nois will conduct all its elections under 
the Australian system, with some slight 
modifications. Whj it M called tbe Aus- 
irnlian system is not quite clew, as the 
system originally oune from England. 


Coder the lavs as pawed by the House 


and Senate of Illinois a candidate must 
receive a regular nomination by a politi- 
cal patty which polled at least 2 per cent 
ot the entire vote at the last election, or 
by nomination papers, Ineuohoaaes the 
nomination papers are banded in by the 
officer -who prints the ballot papers, In- 
dependent candidates appear on the 
tickets by means of tbe nomination 
papers. 


The ballots are to be printed in State 


and count y elections by the county clerk, 
in city elections by the city clerk and in 
township elections by the town clerk. 


The names of all the candidates from 


each different party must appear on one 
ballot. Xhe only ballots which can be 
obtained are those legally printed 
which bear tbe signatory of tbe proper 
officer; moreover ballots ore given to the 
judges ot election only, who are compel' 
led, to account for all they receira, 
whether saved, voted, destroyed or 
Utod. Inns a complete check is kept oi 
them, 


A voter oan obtain hie ballot from the 


judge ot tbe election on entering the vot- 
ing room. Having prepared his ticket, 
which ha does in sight ot the election 
judge, he hands it to the judge, who 
dropa it into tbe ballot bos.

held partitions will be made for tbe voter 
to go into and prepare bis ballot by him- 
selt. Only two or three people who are 
awaiting their turn to enter a partition 
are allowed in the room at tbe time, No 
electioneering is allowed within 100 fee' 
of the polling booth and no one is allow 
ed within that apace, Persona who an 
nnable to read are to be especially lookec 
after. 


The Senate bad an amendment requir- 


ing ballots to be numbered, but this was 
not adopted by tbe oonterenoe ooaamit 
tee, as they oonsideted it might destroy 
the secrecy which is essential to the 
proper working of the bill. In the conn- 
try the time of opening the potto is 
changed to 7 o'clock and tbe time of olos 
ing to 6 o'clock.
